Then, thére are likely a few families in your own parish 
who Would ‘be gladened by a good square meal on Christ- 
mas, or whose children would t= delighted to receive a few 
toys. These things could be sent either directly or through 
the pastor or some organization within the parish. 

People of wealth might adopt a Catechist from this 
Christmas to next Christmas at the rate of $800,.00 or a 
student for the priesthood through the year 1926 at the 
rate of $400.00. We shall take great pleasure in executing

It is the Church’s intention that Ad- 
vent should be related to Christmas as Lent is related to 
Easter: that it should be considered a season of prayer, of 
penance, and to a certain extent, of fasting* The members 
of many religious orders observe abstinence from meat 
throughout the*whole Advent season. The liturgy of the 
Church prescribes practically the same practices for Ad- 
vent as for Lent. The vestments for the Mass are purple, 
the Gloria is omitted, the organ is supposed to be silent 

At-the beginning of the ecclesiastical year, and in the 
last month of the calendar year, the religious observance of 
Advent should appeal to people. They should recognize 
the propriety of starting the new cycle with the Church 
imbued with the best dispositions; and they should try be- 
fore the civic year ends to repair the neglect and even the 
sinfulness of the eleven months which have elapsed.
